forts of clergymen of this city to 
learr something of the history of 
the Rey. Patrick J. Power in an 
effort to explain some of the 
miraculous cures reported at his 
tomb in Holy Cross Cemetery here 
met with little success today. The 
tomb has become a cynosure of 


thousands seeking cures for all 
sorts of ailments within less than 
a week. 

Yesterday a throng estimated at 
15,000 persons passed through the 
cemetery which was kept open all 
Thursday night, so great was the 
rush. The newly heralded shrine 
first sprang into newspaper prom- 
inence last Sunday when, despite 
an all-day downpour, nearly 10,000 
persons, many crippled, visited the 
cemetery, showered the priest's 
tomb with money, jewelry, canes, 
crutcHes and flowers, kissed the 
chalice which surmounts the grave 
and tried to take a litle moisture 
from the chalice or the‘stone ‘vith 
fingers, handkerchiefs and lips. 

AS nearly as records show, Fa- 


ther Power was a native of Spring- 
field and was educated in Belgium 
prior to his ordination and his as- 
sigusanent to the Springfield diocese 
in 1866. Taken ill, he was moved 
to the home of a brother in Brook- 
line, Mass., where he died little 
more than a year after his ordi- 
nation. 


Funeral services were held at 
the Church of the Holy ‘Redeemer 
in Boston and burial was in Holy 
Cross Cemetery here. The fact 
that he was buried in Malden. rath- 
er than Boston, is attributed to the 
fact that at the time Holy Cross 
was the only Catholic cemetery in 
the metropolitan area of Boston. 

The throngs which have visited 
the shrine in the last few days have 


necessitated a constant police 


guard.

HOSPITAL INMATE. _ 
VERIFIES HER STORY 


Detective Who Investigated 
Case Says He Never 
Heard of Lewis Smith, 


Whom Woman Accuses. 


By the Associated Press. 

BELLAIRE, O., Nov. 9.—A state- 
ment by Mrs. George Monroe, a 
resident of the mining section near 
here, that her dead brother was re- 
sponsible for the 1916 Prepared- 
ness day bombing in San .Fran- 
cisco instead of Tom Mooney, was 
before authorities today. 

Mrs. Monroe said Lewis Smith, 
her brother, in a deathbed state- 
ment in Cleveland seven years ago, 
confessed that it was he who 


planted the bomb which took the 
lives of 10 persons marching in the 
San Francisco parade. Her decla- 
ration corroborated a letter from 
Frank QO. Stevens, inmate of the 
Dayton (0O.) National Military 
Home, to United States Senator 
Schall of Minesota. 

Mooney, now 46 years old, is 
serving a life sentence in a Cali- 
fornia prison. He at first was sen- 
tenced to be hanged, but Gov. Ste- 
phens commuted this to life im- 
prisonment in November. 1918. 

“Promised Good Pay.” 

Mrs. Monroe, found on Stevens’ 
information, agreed with his story 
that Smith admitted he placed the 
bomb on the promise of being 
“well paid.” Smith, however, said 
he received nothing for the out- 
rage. His sister said he swore 
that Mooney had nothing to do 
with the bombing. She did not 
press him for further details, she 
said, because she did not wish to 
become involved in the case. 

In a statement supplementing 
his letter to Senator Schall, Ste- 
vens told of first becoming inter- 
ested in the case when he and 
Smith worked together in a mine 
at Pipe Creek, Belmont County, O., 
in 1919. “Tom Mooney is not do- 
ing his own time; he is doing some 
one else’s,” Smith said then, ac- 
cording to Stevens, but would give 
no further details.

EDNESDAY your paper contained 

an article which stated that the 
Streets, Parks aud Transit Committee 
_resented a so-called scheme to the City 
Man Commission which would eliminate 
the congestion at the intersection of Lo- 
cust, Lindell. Channing and Olive streets 
at a cost of $950,000, which would De 
raised through a bond issue. The plan 
involved a 1500-foot subway for the 
street cars on Olive street and some kind 
of trick park with geraniums all around 
“er the division of traffic in al] these 
intersecting streets. 

It eccurs to me that the scherne is not 
built around the solution of a very bad 
traffic condition (one of the multitude in 
St. Louls) in a reasonable way, but has 
for its purpose the raising and spending 
of a mere $1,000,000 of the people's 
money. . 

If it is really the intention of this 
committee to untangle the mess at this 
initersection and they feel that the elimi- 
mation of tracks and street cars will do 
it, why not divert the trolleys from Olive 
street at Jefferson tq Lucas to Spring 
and back to Olive, taking up the tracks 
on Olive from Jefferson to Spring? This 
might cost as much as $50,000 and if 
the committee tnsisted on spending the 
other $900,000 it could be very wisely 
used in widening Lindell from Olive to 
Grand, thus eliminating one of the many 
bottle-necks of traffic in St. Louts. 

The objection to rerouting the trolleys 
as outlined could not come from the 
passengers who use the street cars from 
Jefferson to Spring on Olive for there 
certainly aren't manyeeveryday riders in 
that section who couldn't walk a block 
to catch their car. 

Trolley riders would be delayed no 
longer than they are at present through 
tedious waiting at the intersection in 
yuestion.

Since the Board of Aldermen is for home rule over 
transportation, and it alone has power to say what

Twenty-seven of the 28 members of the Board of 
Aldermen are for home rule. They are presum- 
ably eager to recapture municipal control over fares 
and service at the earliest possible-date. Obviously. 
then. the board’s cue is to determine what are the 
rights of the company on the streets and how many 
of the franchises under which it is operating are in 
no better case than the Jefferson avenue franchise. 
The board can find this out by passing a resolution 
asking the City Counselor to enter suit against 
all the franchises extended under the Cave 
decision, and to demand forfeit of the Jel- 
ferson avenue franchise upon the score of not having 
for 10 years paid the tax upon which the extension 
was conditioned. 

If the city should go into court and establish for- 
feiture of the Jefferson avenue franchise, that .ine 
would be placed in the position of having to ask 
permission to operate. The city could then fix the 
conditions under which thaf privilege is to be exer 
cised, exactly as it is now doing with the busses of 
the People’s Motor Bus Co., and those of the street 
railway company. If the city should pursue the 
matter further and should find, as there is good 
reason to believe, that no such extension of fran- 
chises as that made under the Cave decision is sup-) 
portable in law, it could then declare vacant all the 
rights enjoyed under that decision and control serv- 
ice and fares upon the lines affected by the city’s 
suit. Enough of the franchises extended by the 
Cave decision would be vacated by reversal of that 
ruling to make operation of the street railways sys- 
ptem as now constituted impossible without the con- 
sent of the municipality upon terms mutually fair 
to the public and the company’s actual investment. 

This is a matter of great public concern. It is one 
that should be cleared up before any rapid transit 
system is designed. It is, indeed. the first sugges 
tion the Transportation Survey Commission should 
have made to the Board of Aldermen. No consider- 
ation can be given to the relation of the surface 
street car system to a rapid transit system until it 
is known what rights the street car company already 
possesses on the streets. It is therefore essential 
that both the rights of the city and the company 
should be determined with all possible speed.

Manganese is used in the manufacture of steel; 
that is its biggest commercial value, though, of 
course, it has many other uses. Before the World 
War most of our manganese came from Russia. 
There was practically no production in the United 
States. The war cut offthe Russian supply. Known 
deposits in the United States were negligible in quan- 
tity and of inferior quality. The need of this metal,

$3,830 000 000 

It Is $111,000,000 Below 

That Appropriated for 

‘Current Year, but More 
Than Coolidge Sought. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 9. -—- The 
Hoover administration has drawn 
up its first budget and plans an 
expenditure of $3,830,000,000 in the 
fiscal year of 1931, a totai $111,- 
000,000 less than that appropriated 


by Congress for disbursement in 
the corresponding fiscal . period 
ending next June. 

The figure. however, is §158,- 
000,000 greater than the budget 
submitted by the Coolidge admin- 
istration for the present fiscal 
year. This calied for an expendi- 
ture of $3,.672,000,000 and to this 
was added nearly $300.000,000 in 
deficiency appropriations. 

Neither the amount appropriated 
for this year nor that planned for 
the next, however, includes appro- 
priations for the Federal Farm 
Board, to which was given $150,- 
000,000 this year to. finance its 
activities. Its needs for the year 
ending in 1931 have not been as- 
certained. 

The néw budget contemplates an 
additional appropriation of $10,- 
000.000. for inland waterway de- 
velopment, and full continuation of 
the 5-year program for the devel- 
opment of the Army Air Corps. 

The additional 310,600,000 for 
waterways includes $5,000,000 to be 
dévoted to actual waterway im- 
provement and a like amount for 
a continuation of flood contro! 
work in the Mississippi Valley. In 
addition, about $5,000.000 will be 
available for waterway improve- 
ment as the Ohio River develop- 
ment program was completed at a 
cost approximately that much less 
than had been provided for. 

The year will be the last of the 
air corps development prograin 
This project has lagged somewhat, 
but for 1931, a full year’s work is 
planned and, if Congress approves, 
that which has been left undone 
will be conrpleted in the fiscal year 
ending in 1932. 

The Treasury is still at work up- 
on the budget and detailed figures 
are expected to be ready for pub- 
lication within a week. The gen- 
eral budget figures were announced 
yesterday by President Hoover.

PARIS, Nov. 9.—Andre Tardieu 
early this morning won from the 
Chamber of Deputies a vote of con- 
fidence in the cabinet of “Repub- 
licans of Good Will" which he 
selected without the usual confer- 
ence with leaders of political par- 
ties. The crucial ballot gave him 
a majority of 71, with 327 Depnties 
supporting him and 256 opposing. 

The test vote was on a motion 
of the Socialists to agnend the 
Government's motion of confidence. 
The majority of the Governinent 
was increased to 79 by a vote of 
332 to 253 when the confi-lence 
motion itself was put. 

Tardieu’s victory as Prime Min- 
ister of France came after a debate 
which began yesterday afternoon 
and was resumed at 9:30 last night. 

The Government’s majority ¢x- 
ceeded the expectations of its cup- 
porters. The Liberals, Moderates, 
Conservatives and many Radicals, 
voted for the Tardieu-Briand com- 
bination. 

Louis Marin. leader of the Right

istery Oct. 22, surprised the Cham- 
ber by swinging over to Tardieu 
at the last minute, 

Socialists Lead Attack.

ANTICS OF ALIMONY 


LIMONY, of all American in- 

stitutions, surely seems the 

one most devoid of rhymé or 
reason. In the amounts awarded, 
in the considerations governing 
awards, in the common justice or 
even expediency of the whole busi- 
ness, there appears to be no sound 
general rule or principle. For in- 
stance, wouldn't it be common 
sense that a young, childless wo- 
man, with all the opportunities for 
eelf-support open to her, needs ali- 
mony much less than the wife of 
20 years’ standing, whose long ¢x- 
perience as a wife and home-mak- 
er ver tat * *s other jobs 
difficult or impossible to obtain? 

Yet, according to that wise 
woman and able jurist, Judge Jean 
Norris of the New York Domestic 
Relations Court, poor women oftep 
are less eager to accept alimony 
than rich women; and women past 
middle life, even when they have 
had no training in earning a living, 
are more inieper ‘ent than the 
young childless wife, who frequent- 
ly wants alimony for life even if 
she or her former husband desire 
to find happiness with other mates. 

Consider just a few of the antics 
of alimony in the recent news: 

The largest alimony prize ever 
asked for is said to be the $2,000,- 
000 just demanded by 26-year-old 
Roberta Mosby from Gilbert H. 
Mosby, millionaire medicine man- 
ufacturer, in the Cincinnati courts. 

Mrs. Carter de Haven, on the 
other hand, has gone into the Los 
Angeles courts and asked that her 
alimony be reduced, because her 
husband is taking their two chil- 
dren and starting them on a stage 
career. She says, frankly, that she 
wants to help him. 

Mre. Gwendlyn Cook, down in 
Woodside, hag just had her ali- 
mony put down to $15 a week, $5 
less than her husband was paying

_ For the sauce melt the butter in 
the saucepan and add the minced 
pimento and parsley, red and green 
for color, the salt and the cup of 
breadcrumbs. Cook over a gentle 
flame and then etir in the scalded 
milk. Stir the mixture carefully 
and turn in the grated cheese, 
Gruyere, Parmesan or what taste 
demands. This gives a_ slightly 
thickened sauce. 

Take the sauce from: the heat. 
Beat the eggs:slightly in a bowl 
and slowly whip into the cooling 
sauce. Taste and add what seems 
necessary in the way of seasoning.. 

Grease the baking dish and place 
a layer of drained macaroni there- 
in; over it spread half the cheese 
sauce. Arrange the rest of the 
macaroni and spread with the re- 
maining sauce. Sprinkle with a 
layer of buttered crumbs. Bake 
in a moderate oven from 35 to 40 
minutes, uncovering the dish the 


last 10 minutes to brown the 
crumbs. 
' Serve the macaroni and cheese 


in ite baking dish with or without 
crisp strips of bacon over the top. 
A well-seagoned cole slaw goes 
well with the cheese treat or a 
combination of vegetable salad.
